Cattle are usually branded when they are one-year-old calves at the Spring roundup. 
Branding is done with a red-hot iron shaped in the form of a symbol that is registered 
in the rancher's name with a state agency. Below are some famous brands.

Rustlers use a running iron with a simple curved end. The curve of the bent iron can be 
manipulated to alter almost any brand, whether formed of straight or curved lines. Cattle 
thieves are so afraid of being caught with a running iron that they often use a hot cinch 
ring held with two sticks to alter brands. Because of the rustler's skill in altering brands, 
most ranchers avoid simple symbols. Initials are among the easiest to change. It's very 
simple to change a W into a double diamond or double O into eyeglasses.
